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Claims 31 and 36 require unique SEQ ID N()(S) that represent the combined amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:2 and SEQ ID 
NO:36 as single sequence(s), depending if Applicant is intending to claim SEQ ID NO:2 followed by SEQ ID N():36 (N-terminal to 
C-terminal) as a sequence, or SEQ ID N():36 followed by SEQ ID NO:2 (N-terminal to C-terminal) as a sequence, or both. See MPEP 
2423(e). 
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
